Esq. to the office of Mayor of Newport, is i 
smasher to Black Republicanism.

LOCAL NEWST 


To TIIK EDITOR OF THE NEWS :— 


Admission cannot at all times be procured 


for insane paupers into the Butler Hospital, 
for the want of room ; and on that account, 
patients who imperatively require the aid of 
such an institution, are debarred the benefit. 
It may be well to remind the care-takers of 
our public poor, that the bounty granted by 
the State is not confined to those persons 
who are sent to the Butler Hospital alone, 
as some suppose, but in case they cannot be 
there received, they may be sent to some 
other insane hospital without deprivation of 
the bounty, as will be seen by the following 
section of an act of Assembly, passed Janu" 
ary session, 1855. 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as 


folbws: 


SEC. 
1. — All insane paupers, who are or 


shall become chargeable to any town in tin's 
State, may be placed at the Butler Hospital' 
or in case they cannot be received at that 
institution, fit any other curative hospital 
for the insane, of good repute; and the 
sum of twenty-five dollars per quarter of a 
year, is hereby appropriated out of the 
State treasury toward the support of every 
such pauper. 


There are other hospitals of high stand- 


ing, such as the Brattleboro', in Vermont, 
situated hi a location where food and fuel 
are comparatively cheap, at which patients 
may be placed by our city and town au-

mother telescopic comet, discovered by Dr. 
[Jruhns at Berlin, March 18, is now visible 
n the northwestern part of the heavens.— 
[t is supposed to be ulentique with the third 
comet of 1846, discovered, by Brorsen—an 
elliptic orbit tor which has been computed 
by Dr. Von Galen, by which it returns to 
it's perihelion June 25th of the present year.

comet, by a German astronomer, has caused, 
in some parts of Europe, such a panic as 
we have sometimes witnessed here, such as 
that of the Millerite fanaticism. Such fears 
are easily excited, ami as far as we can 
judge, their prevalence never produces any 
good, and always causes among the igno- 
rant and fearful much unmitigated misery. 
As the comet has been noticed in the 
Republican, which has ever been opposed to 
all ultraism, all fanaticism, and all inimical 
to puulic weal, I ask permission to say in 
your columns, and challenge a contradic- 
tion :— 


1.—That there are no astronomical cal- 


culations of the orbit of the coming comet 
that warrant the prediction that it will touch 
the earth. 


2.—That it is beyond the power of pre- 


sent science to calculate an orbit so eccen- 
tric as that of this comet, and of so long a 
period, so as to say whether it will, or will 
not hit the earth. " This no astronomer can 
know. 


3.—The nucleus or orb of all comets is 


very small, and most likely entirely gaseous. 
The tail oi a cornet, -which is most feared as 
the besom of destruction, is so thin that you 
can see stars through it. 
It cannot hit the 


old earth a harder blow than she can possi- 
bly endure without much damage. 


4.—There is no proof on record that any 


comet ever affected our atmosphere or our 
seasons in the least. 
The cold seasons of 


comet years can all be explained as easily as 
the cold seasons uf years when there were 
no comets.

KANSAS NEWS. 


QmDARO, K. T. Saturday, April 25,1857. 


Secretary Stanton has published an ad- 


dress to the people of Kansas, in The Le- 
c-ompton Union. 
He says the administra- 


tion has recognized the authority of the 
Territorial Legislature, and the validity of 
the Territorial laws, and has especially re- 
cognized the act of providing for a Conven- 
tion. 


He presumes that the Convention will 


submit the vital question o£ the domestic in- 
stitutions of the State for the subsequent 
vote of the people, and thinks that Congress 
will then admit tho territory immediately in- 
to the Union as a State. 
He recommends a 


general amnesty for the past offences and 
prosecutions, and expects tile paesence of 
Uov.

Tin-; FRI-SUET IK MAINE.—There is great 


excitement among the property owners all 
along the Mne of the Waco river. During 
Fri;i ay the river had risen a foot. The mills 
at Salmon Falls were expected soon to be 
washed off, and the owners removed all their 
movable property from the buildings. Two 
mills at Bar Mills were in extreme danger.— 
The bridge at Kezar Falls went down the 
river. 


The damage in the region of Brownfield 


and Hiram is great. The channel of Shep- 
pard's river, at Brownfield, was turned from 
Bean's Mills and passed under a neighbor- 
ing house, completely undermining it; dam- 
age $4000. 
Nearly all the bridges on the 


small streams in the vicinity of Frychurg, 
are washed away. Tlie road in many places 
on the banks of"tlie Saco is from G to 8 feet 
under water. 
The Saco river was at great- 


er height than ever known before, and was 
still rising on Friday. 


Before this time, if the British Court Jour- 


nal is to be believed, Queen Victoria has bur- 
dened the English treasury with her ninth 
child—the first for four years, if the Ameri- 
can Alminac is good authority. Her majesty 
was in fine health at last accounts, and with 
the exception of the contraction of the royal 
dinner circle, no changes were made in her 
daily life. 


St. Michaels Church is to undergo an im- 


portant improvement, and the work we un-

A DISH OK .EA1UYY ASPARAGUS. 


It is very desirablu after the winter's fast, 


and may bo easily liiid with a little trouble 
and expeusft. For the last three years we 
have tried llie following method, ami found 
it to work well. 
We have a box made of 


common pine boards, twelve feet in length 
ami six in breadth. The back board is about 
eighteen inches 
wide, and 
the 
front 


about sis. 
AVe place the box upon any 


part of the asparagus bed convenient, about 
the h'rst ot March, and cover with fine 
sashes, made to fit nicely into the frame.— 
This gives a surface of seventy-two feet un- 
der glass. We surround the' box with n 
little embankment of horse manure. 
Be- 


tween the rows of asparagus we put in a 
few seeds of radishes and lettuce, which 
soon appear above ground and grow finely. 
The heads of asparagus begin to slio 
themselves in about three weeks, and bv tl 
first _ week in April we have shoots 'ion 
enough for cutting. 
They come forwar 


more rapidly as the season advances, an 
we are enabled to have this delicious vcge 
table by this method about a month earlic 
til m by the open bed. 
The advantages o 


this treatment are. that it saves the trans 
planting of roots, and the expense an 
trouble of a regular hot-bed. The radishe 
and lettuce cost only the trouble of pulling
